confirmation, and that they may safely lie

destroyed. Therefore to the utmost ot my

Therefore, to the utmost of
my power, I will defend this doctrine and his
holiness' right and custom against all
usurpers of the heretical or Protestant
authority whatsoever, especially the Luth-ora- n

church of Germany. Holland, Denmark,
Sweden and Norway, and the now pretended
authorities and churches of England and
Scotland, and branches of tho sumo now
established in Ireland, and on the continent
of America, and elsew here, and all adherents
in regard that they be usurped and heretical,
opposing the sacred church et Rome.

I do now denounce and disown any alleg
iance as due to any heretical king, prince or
state named Protestant or Liberals or
obedience to any of their laws, magistrates
or officors.

I do further declare that the doctrine of
tho churches of England and Scotland, of
the Calvinists, Huguenots and others of the
name of Protestant or Liberals, to be dam- -
oable, and they themselves to bo damned
who will not forsake the same.

I do further dec)-'- , 9 that I will help, assist
and advise all or any of his holiness' agents,
In any place wherever I shall be, In Switzer-
land, Germany, Holland, Denmark, Sweden,
Not way, England, Iceland or America, or in
anv other kingdom or territory, I shall come
to, and do my utmost to extirpate tho hereti-
cal Protestant or Liberal doctrines, and to
destroy all tholr pretended powers, legal or
otherwise.

That I will go to any part of the world
whithersoever I may bo sent, to the frozen

ever, co umunlcated to me.

I do furthermore promise and declare that
I will, when opportunity presents, make and
wage relentless war, secretly or openly,
against all heretics, Protestants and Libel als
as I am directed to do, to extirpate them
from the face of tho whole earth, and that
I will spare neither age, sex or condition, and
that I will hang, burn, waste, boll, flay,
strangle and bury alive these infamous
heretics; rip up the stomachs and wombs of
their women and crush their Infants' heads
